The  Town  of  Newton,  N.  II,  hereby  officially  expresses 
its  deep  sense  of  loss  in  the  passing  from  cur  rniclst  of  the  late 
Henry  G.  Wells,  one  of  its  most  respected  citizens. 

Henry  G.  Wells  served  the  Town  of  Newton  faithfully 
for  six  years  as  Moderator,  four  years  as  Representative  to 
the  General  Court,  and  in  many  other  ways  gave  unstintingly 
of  his  time,  energy  and  talent  for  the  public  good. 


Mr.  Wells  performed  all  of  these  services  with  extraordi- 
nary tact,  and  kindliness  of  spirit.  His  influence  for  good  will 
long  be  felt,  and  his  genial  personality  long  remembered. 
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the  i  state  of  new  hampshire 
(l.s.)  ;  |- 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newton  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Newton  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 

ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sell  property  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  or 
through  Old  Age  Assistance;  or  any  other  property  of  the 
Town  not  used  for  public  purposes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  ex- 
tending to  employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the 
Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old- Age  and  Survivor's  In- 
surance) as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the  Laws  of  1951 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seventy-five  ($75.00) 
Dollars  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 
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7.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to 
carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  designate 
the  Town  Treasurer  as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  plan. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  permit  the  game  of 
Beano  for  another  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($450.00)  to  install 
an  exit  and  cement  ramp  on  the  southv/esterly  side  of  the 
Town  Hall. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
disposing  of  the  old  town  tractor  and  plow. 

11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
accepting  the  Tank  Truck  from  the  Newton  Volunteer  Fire- 
men. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  the  regis- 
tration of  Bicycles  indefinitely. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Moderator  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  citizens  to  obtain  estimates  on 
painting  the  Town  Hall.  This  report  to  be  submitted  as  an 
article  in  the  next  Annual  Town  Warrant. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  that  a  com- 
mittee of  seven  (7)  citizens  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  in 
order  to  formulate  a  proposed  Building  Code  Ordinance  for 
the  Town  of  Newton.  Said  committee  to  consist  of  the  three 
Selectmen  and  four  others.  This  committee  to  report  their 
recommendations  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00)  which  is  one- 
half  of  the  amount  proposed  by  the  State  for  removing  part 
of  the  banking  at  Fleming's  Corner. 
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16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3,000.00)  which  is  one- 
half  of  the  amount  proposed  by  the  State  to  remove  all  of  the 
high  ledge  from  the  area  at  Fleming's  Corner. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  and  maintain 
a  street  light  at  White  Sands,  Wilders  Grove. 

18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

Given  under  our  hands  and  seal,  this  fourteenth  day  of 
February  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
five.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
NEWTON,  N.  H. 
MARCH  9,  1954 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:20  p.m.  by  by  the 
moderator,  Clifford  R.  Bryer.  Mr.  Bryer  was  chosen  to  serve 
as  moderator  by  the  supervisors  of  the  check  list,  because  of 
the  death  of  Moderator  Henry  G.  Wells.  He  called  upon  the 
Rev.  Roland  Boutwell  to  open  the  meeting  with  prayer  as  a 
memorial  to  Mr.  Wells. 

The  moderator  explained  his  intentions  of  recognizing 
sponsors  first,  on  any  article  that  has  a  sponsor.  On  the  bud- 
get and  on  some  articles  concerning  which  there  are  changes, 
he  would  recognize  a  member  of  the  finance  committee,  and 
on  others,  the  first  to  rise  to  his  feet. 
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Article  1:  On  motion  of  Herbert  Wilbur,  it  was  voted 
that  all  officers  not  elected  by  ballot  be  appointed  by  the 
selectmen. 

Article  2:  In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  of  the 
finance  committee,  and  on  motion  of  John  Fenn,  it  was  voted 
that  action  on  Article  2  be  deferred  until  after  Article  12  is 
disposed  of. 

Article  3:  On  motion  of  H.  Wilbur,  it  was  voted  that  the 
reports  of  the  Town  Officers  he  accepted  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report. 

Article  4:  On  motion  of  Edward  Somes,  it  was  voted 
that  the  selectmen  bs  authorized  to  hire  money  in  anticipation 
cf  taxes. 

Article  5:  On  motion  of  Edward  Somes,  it  was  voted 
that  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  property  acquired 
by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  or  through  Old  Age  Assistance,  or 
any  other  property  of  the  Town  not  used  for  public  purposes. 

Article  6:  Re.  installing  a  street  light  between  the  resi- 
dence of  Harold  A.  Storey  and  William  Page:  After  discus- 
sion it  was  voted  on  motion  of  C.  Shaw  that  we  lay  this 
article  on  the  table  until  a  time  certain  this  evening. 

Article  7^  Re.  installing  a  street  light  near  the  residence 
of  Roscoe  W.  Frost:  The  finance  committee  recommended 
that  this  article  be  voted  by  ballot,  and  all  subsequent  articles 
on  street  lights  be  voted  by  ballot,  and  John  Fenn  made  that 
a  motion.  However,  after  discussion,  this  motion  was  lost. 
Also  a  motion  was  made  by  H.  Wilbur  that  action  on  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed,  but  this  was  opposed,  and 
the  motion  was  lost. 

James  Webber  spoke  in  favor  of  the  article,  and  made  a 
motion  that  the  town  install  and  maintain  one  street  light  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Main  St.  near  the  residence  of  Roscoe  W. 
Frost,  and  it  was  a  vote. 
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Re.  Art.  6:  It  was  requested  that  Article  6  be  taken  up 
again,  and  it  was  read  by  the  moderator.  On  motion  of 
Harold  A.  Storey,  it  was  voted  that  the  town  install  and  main- 
tain one  street  light  on  the  curve  of  the  road  between  the 
residence  of  Harold  A.  Storey  and  William  Page. 

Article  8:  On  motion  of  William  Foley,  it  was  voted  to 
install  and  maintain  one  street  light  at  the  corner  of  Peaslee's 
Crossing  Road  and  Smith's  Corner  Road. 

Article  9:  On  motion  of  William  Foley,  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  to  widen  the  road 
on  curve  beyond  the  residence  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Perkins,  Whittier 
Street  Extension,  so  that  two  cars  may  pass. 

Article  10:  Carl  Shaw  explained  this  article,  that  money 
for  the  sale  of  lots  in  Willow  Grove  Cemetery  was  to  be  put 
in  a  fund  to  help  take  care  of  the  cemetery,  as  voted  3/8/38, 
but  during  the  past  five  years  the  money  received  was  not 
credited  to  this  fund,  but  went  into  the  general  fund.  There- 
fore, on  motion  of  C.  Shaw,  as  recommended  by  the  finance 
committee,  it  was  voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $165.00  to  reimburse  the  Willow  Grove  Cemetery 
Fund  for  monies  paid  to  the  town  by  error. 

Article  11:  A  report  of  the  committee  appointed  last 
year  on  development  of  Willow  Grove  Cemetery  was  read  by 
C.  Shaw.  He  also  gave  an  itemized  account  of  what  is  included 
in  the  $297.65  requested  in  this  article. 

C.  Shaw  made  a  motion  that  the  town  approve  and  accept 
the  recommendations  and  estimates  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed on  the  development  of  Willow  Grove  Cemetery;  that 
the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $297.65  for  the  use 
of  the  committee  making  the  recommendations,  and  that  the 
said  committee  be  empowered  to  carry  this  project  through 
to  completion.   The  motion  was  seconded. 

It  was  moved  as  an  amendment,  by  H.  Wilbur,  to  the 
above  motion,  that  a  copy  of  this  report,  and  a  list  of  all  previ- 
ous motions  adopted  in  town  meeting  relating  to  cemeteries, 
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be  compiled  by  the  cemetery  committee  and  given  to  the 
cemetery  trustees,  to  become  a  part  of  their  records.  A  vote 
was  called  for  on  the  amendment,  and  it  was  carried.  Then 
the  vote  was  called  for  on  the  original  motion,  and  this  was 
carried. 

By  this  action  all  previous  Cemetery  By-Laws  are 
amended  to  conform  to  the  following  rules  and  prices,  govern- 
ing the  sale,  and  perpetual  care,  of  all  lots  sold  in  the  New 
Developments  of  both  the  Willow  Grove  and  Highland 
Cemeteries. 

Single  grave  lot  cost  of  land  $10;  cost  of  perpetual  care  $30. 
Two  grave  lot  cost  of  land  $20;  cost  of  perpetual  care  $60. 
Three  grave  lot  cost  of  land  $30;  cost  of  perpetual  care  $90. 
Four  grave  lot  cost  of  land  $40;  cost  of  perpetual  care  $120. 
Six  grave  lot  cost  of  land  $60;  cost  of  perpetual  care  $180. 
Eight  grave  lot  cost  of  land  $80;  cost  of  perpetual  care  $240. 

All  future  sales  of  lots  in  said  cemeteries  to  be  by  virtue 
of  printed  deed  forms;  said  deeds  to  have  the  following  rules 
printed  thereon. 

Rule  1 — No  lots  shall  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  a 
place  to  bury  the  dead. 

Rule  2 — No  interment  shall  be  made  in  any  lot  until  said  lot 
is  paid  for. 

Rule  3 — No  monuments  or  markers  shall  be  placed  on  any 
lot  without  the  location  and  type  first  being  ap- 
proved by  the  cemetery  trustees. 

Rule  4 — No  trees  shall  be  planted  on  any  lot.  No  shrubs 
shall  be  planted  without  permission  from  the 
trustees. 

Rule  5 — If  any  structure  placed  on  lot  shall  become  un- 
sightly, or  out  of  repair,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  trustees  to  enter  upon  said  lot  and  put  the 
same  in  proper  order  or  repair  at  the  expense  of 
owner. 

Rule  6 — It  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Town  of  New- 
ton to  alter  or  make  any  changes  in  these  rules 
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that  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  secure  and  pro- 
mote the  general  objectives  of  the  cemeteries. 

Article  12:  On  motion  of  Stanley  Cheney,  it  was  voted 
that  the  town  approve  a  raise  in  pay  of  $50.00  each  for  the 
Selectmen;  $40.00  for  the  Treasurer;  $25.00  for  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  $2.00  each  for  the  Auditors. 

Referring  back  to  Article  2:  The  article  was  read  by 
the  moderator  and  the  finance  committee  made  a  motion 
that  the  budget  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report, 
with  the  following  exceptions: 

Civil  Defense,  Tarvia  and  Application,  and  Libraries. 
This  motion  was  withdrawn. 

It  was  voted  that  —  before  the  motion  to  vote  on  the 
budget,  the  items  of  Civil  Defense,  Tarvia  and  Application, 
and  Libraries,  be  discussed. 

A  motion  by  J.  Fenn  that  the  item  of  Civil  Defense  be 
put  at  the  same  amount  as  last  year,  $50.00,  was  lost. 

H.  Jillson  explained  more  about  Civil  Defense. 

The  appropriation  for  Tarvia  and  Application  was  dis- 
cussed by  H.  Wilbur  and  C.  Green.  There  was  no  motion,  so 
the  moderator  ruled  to  pass  over  this. 

Libraries:  After  discussion  a  motion  was  made  by  H. 
Wilbur  that  the  Library  appropriation  in  the  budget  be  fixed 
at  $500.00.  The  motion  was  seconded,  but  the  motion  was 
lost. 

Motion  on  Article  2:  On  motion  of  Loren  Somes,  it 
was  voted  that  the  budget  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town 
Report. 

Article  13:  Regarding  Federal  Social  Security  for  em- 
ployees of  the  town:  As  there  are  no  full  time  employees,  it 
was  voted,  on  motion  of  H.  Wilbur,  that  this  article  be  indef- 
initely postponed. 
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Article  14:  The  moderator  declared  this  article  unnec- 
essary, so  there  is  no  need  for  action. 

Article  15:  In  regard  to  permitting  the  game  of  Beano 
for  another  year:  The  town  has  already  balloted  on  this, 
so  no  further  action  is  necessary. 

Article  16:  On  motion  of  The  Finance  Committee,  it 
was  voted  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  obtain  a  suitable 
portrait  of  Henry  G.  Wells,  our  late  moderator,  and  to  in- 
clude this,  with  suitable  words  in  his  memory,  in  the  next 
Town  Report. 

On  motion  of  Perry  A.  Xenakis,  it  was  voted  that  a 
committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  selectmen  to  make  a 
survey  of  lighting  conditions  in  the  town,  and  come  back 
with  reports  and  recommendations  for  the  proper  street 
lighting  of  the  town. 

It  was  voted  to  adjourn  at  10:25  p.m.

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  School  District  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board 
to  make  application  for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  dis- 
trict, such  advances,  grants-in-aid  or  other  funds  for  educa- 
tional purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from 
Federal,  State,  local  or  private  agencies. 

5.  To  see,  if  the  district  will  vote  to  construct  and  equip 
a  new  elementary  school;  to  authorize  the  school  board  to 
execute  any  and  all  contracts  or  agreements  necessary  and 
proper  or  advisable,  in  connection  with  the  construction  and 
equipping  of  a  new  elementary  school,  and  authorize  the  school 
board  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$45,000,  payable  from  funds  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  such  construction. 

6.  To  see  what  sum,  not  to  exceed  $2,000,  the  district  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  purchase  land  for  a  new  school 
building.

Harold  H.  Jillson.  The  invocation  was  offered  by  Rev.  Howard 
Bray  at  8:30  P.M. 

Articles  1,  2,  3  and  4  were  voted  upon  by- Australian  Ballot 
with  the  following  results.  Moderator,  Harold  H.  Jillson;  Clerk, 
Mrs.  Laura  G.  Stires;  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  three 
years,  Leo  H.  Storey;  School  Treasurer,  Otis  R.  Rowell. 

Article  5:  "To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district".  On  the  motion  of 
Robert  Rowe  it  was  voted  they  be  the  same  as  last  year  with 
the  exception  of  the  moderator  and  clerk.  Each  was  voted  an 
Increase  of  $3.00. 

Article  6:  "To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and 
Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto."  On  the  motion  of  Herbert  Wilbur,  voted  that  the 
article  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  7:  "To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant."  On  the 
motion  made  by  John  Fenn,  it  was  voted  to  table  this  article 
until  after  article  15. 

Article  8:  Robert  Rowe  made  a  motion  that  the  budget 
be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  This  motion  was 
voted  upon  and  accepted. 

Article  9:  On  the  motion  of  Fred  Cust  it  was  voted  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to 
xeceive  in  the  name  of  the  District,  such  advances,  grants-in- 
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aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  Federal,  State,  local  or  private 
agencies. 

Article  10:  Robert  Rowe  made  the  motion  that  Arti- 
cle 10  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Carl 
Shaw  read  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  Article 
10  stating  that  the  genuine  need  for  a  new  school  had  not 
been  reached.  In  their  report  the  Committee  stated  that 
it  is  possible  that  in  a  few  years  Newton  might  face  the 
problem  of  building  a  High  School  or  regional  School. 
After  much  discussion  a  vote  was  taken  by  paper  ballot 
with  the  following  results:  Ballots  Cast  142,  Yes  60,  No. 
80,  and  2  mismarked.  The  article  was  thus  defeated. 

Article  11:  "To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  purchase 
land,  construct  and  equip  a  two-room  addition  to  the  Rowe's 
Corner  School;  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  execute  any 
and  all  contracts  or  agreements  necessary  and  proper,  or 
advisable,  in  connection  with  the  construction  and  equipping 
of  an  addition  to  the  Rowe's  Corner  School,  and  authorize  the 
school  board  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$40,000.00  payable  from  funds  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  such  construction."  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  addition  of  2  rooms  was  the  best 
value  and  the  most  economical  and  feasible.  They  stated  that 
the  present  oil  furnace  is  adequate,  present  toilets  all  right  with 
enlargement,  adequate  land  on  either  side  that  could  be  had 
either  by  purchase  or  taking  under  eminent  domain,  there  are 
no  sewerage  problems,  the  new  well  is  good  and  plentiful,  and 
facilities  in  the  basement  for  a  kitchen.  The  finance  Commit- 
tee estimated  that  the  addition  of  2  rooms  and  a  basement 
could  be  done  for  not  more  than  $25,000.00. 

Herbert  Wilbur  moved  that  the  school  district  be  advised 
and  permitted  to  purchase  land  and  equip  a  2-room  addition 
to  the  Rowe's  Corner  school  and  to  authorize  the  school  board 
to  execute  any  and  all  contracts  or  agreements  necessary  and 
proper  or  advisable  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  not  to  exceed 
$25,000.00  payable  from  funds  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 
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After  much  discussion  Article  11  was  brought  to  a  vote 
l>y  paper  ballot,  with  the  following  results:  Ballots  Cast  120, 
Tes  8,  No  112,  and  was  thus  defeated. 

Article  12:  "To  see  what  sum  not  be  exceed  §500  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  paint  the  exterior 
of  the  Rowe's  Corner  School.  On  the  motion  made  by  Herbert 
Wilbur,  it  was  voted  to  accept  this  Article  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report. 

Article  14:  "To  see  what  sum  not  to  exceed  $4,000  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  toilet  facilities  at  the  Village  School. "  The 
.moderator  ordered  that  if  there  were  no  objections  Article  14 
would  be  brought  up  first,  Herbert  Wilbur  made  a  motion  that 
Article  14  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  After 
jnuch  discussion  the  motion  was  brought  to  a  vote  by  a  show 
of  hands  and  declared  favorable. 

Article  13:  "To  see  what  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  provide  a  tem- 
porary kitchen  on  one  of  the  school  buildings."  Mrs.  Sally 
Harden  spoke  for  the  P.  T.  A.  stating  that  100  hot  lunches  are 
served  every  day.  Herbert  Wilbur  made  a  motion  that  the 
Article  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  the  school 
board  and  P.  T.  A.  to  select  the  proper  place.

This,  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  Newton,  deals  briefly  with  the  following  subjects: 
Personnel;  School  Buildings,  Census  and  Enrollments;  The 
Curriculum  and  Teaching  Aids;  Health;  Finances  and  Com- 
munity Organizations. 

PERSONNEL:  One  of  the  changes  in  the  teaching  force 
for  the  current  year  was  caused  by  the  retirement  of  Miss 
Angelia  Kelly  in  June  1954  after  having  served  the  Newton 
School  District  faithfully  and  effectively  for  32  years.  The 
excellent  public  testimonial  which  was  given  Miss  Kelly  in 
June,  1954  by  the  Newton  Parent-Teacher  Association  was 
a  great  and  well  deserved  tribute  to  her  and  certainly  ex- 
pressed the  great  gratitude  of  many  of  her  former  pupils  as 
well  as  her  associates  and  townspeople. 

Mrs.  Bernice  MacAskill  of  Amesbury,  Mass.  who  replaces 
Miss  Kelly  in  grade  two  and  three  at  the  Rowes  Corner 
School,  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School  and  had 
previously  taught  in  Salem,  N.H. 

To  replace  John  Cronin  who  had  taught  grade  5  and  6 
at  the  Village  School  since  1952,  and  who  accepted  a  similar 
but  more  remunerative  position  in  Connecticut  in  November, 
1954,  the  school  board  appointed  Arthur  LaPlante  of  New- 
buryport,  Mass.  Mr.  LaPlante  was  a  1954  graduate  of  Staley 
College,  Brookline,  Mass.  and  has  done  graduate  work  at 
Suffolk  University. 

Miss  Gwendolyn  Curtis  continues  her  excellent  work 
as  School  Nurse  in  the  Newton,  Atkinson,  Hampstead  and 
Plaistow  School  districts.

All  Newton  teachers  belong  to  their  local,  state  and 
national  professional  teachers  organizations  and  all  of  them 
continue  to  work  for  the  best  interest  of  the  children  of 
Newton.  They  are  constantly  attempting  to  improve  their 
knowledge  of  modern  teaching  methods  and  philosophies  by 
taking  a  visitation  day  each  year  to  some  other  school  as 
allowed  for  in  the  budget;  attending  conferences,  teachers' 
meetings  and  conventions  and  by  reading  current  literature 
pertaining  to  their  work  and  by  attending  special  courses 
when  possible. 

To  replace  Mrs.  Dorice  Grillo  as  Music  Supervisor,  the 
;school  boards  of  Newton,  Atkinson,  Hampstead  and  Plaistow 
employed  Mr.  Kenneth  Jewett  of  Kingston,  N.H.  Mr.  Jewett 
"had  formerly  directed  the  Fine  Arts  Programs  in  the  Hills- 
boro  and  Hopkinton  schools.  He  has  attended  the  New  Eng- 
land Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Cambridge  School  of  Art, 
Boston  University  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS,  CENSUS  AND  ENROLLMENTS: 
The  School  Board  in  attempting  to  provide  flush  toilets  and 
a  kitchen  in  the  Village  School  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of 
the  district  in  March  1954,  after  spending  considerable  time 
and  effort  in  drawing  up  specifications  learned  that  the  two 
jobs  could  not  satisfactorily  be  done  within  the  $5,000  limit. 
The  Board  therefore,  omitted  the  kitchen  and  proceeded  to 
install  flush  toilets  and  steam  heat  in  the  toilet  areas,  and 
a  1,000  gallon  septic  tank  and  drainage  field  at  the  Village 
.School  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $4,000.  This  work  is  being 
completed  according  to  recommendations  and  health  stand- 
ards of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  State  Board  of 
Health, 

The  1954  census,  as  shown  at  the  end  of  this  report, 
indicates  that  the  school  enrollment  in  Newton  will  increase 
to  200  pupils  next  year  with  18  completing  the  eighth  grade 
this  year  with  an  estimated  "28  ■  first  graders  in  September 
1955.  Estimates  for  the  next  5  years,  based  upon  the  past 
•enrollments  and  people  moving  into1  and  out  of  the  commu- 
nity would  indicate  that  Newton  might  soon  need  a  total  of 
«at  least  7  classrooms;  •  '""  ' /;    ■    :.-".-.''>' 
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With  an  anticipated  enrollment  of  200  children  in  grades 
1-8  in  September  1955,  it  seems  imperative  that  Newton 
operate  at  least  6  classrooms  during  the  coming  school  year. 
In  studying  this  problem,  your  School  Board  has  considered 
the  following  possibilities: 

1.  Construct  a  new  2-4  room  school  building  and  dis- 
continue use  of  the  Junction  School  (belonging  to  the  Fire- 
men's Association)  and  possibly  one  room  in  the  Village  or 
the  Rowe's  Corner  School. 

2.  Close  the  Junction  School  and  operate  one  of  the 
two-room  buildings  on  a  two  platoon  system.  This  would 
probably  necessitate  some  children  leaving  home  by  6:30 
A.M.  and  others  not  arriving  home  until  after  dark  in  the 
afternoon. 

3.  Locate  another  room  in  the  community  which  might 
be  used  for  a  classroom. 

4.  Allow  only  children  who  have  reached  their  sixth 
birthday  to  enter  school  in  September. 

5.  Operate  only  the  five  classrooms  which  have  been  used 
during  the  past  three  years.  This  latter  possibility  would 
necessitate  an  average  of  forty  pupils  per  teacher  and  in. 
several  instances  would  require  parts  of  three  grades  per 
room.  Your  School  Board  definitely  recommends  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  building. 

As  was  stated  in  the  Superintendent's  1953  Annual 
Report,  a  new  school  building  in  Newton  will  be  necessary 
in  the  relatively  near  future;  it  would  probably  be  an  eco- 
nomical move  to  construct  basic  facilities  for  six  rooms  with 
two,  three  or  four  classrooms  now,  and  then  building  addi- 
tions as  needed  and  as  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  district 
would  allow.  According  to  the  1954  assessed  valuation  of 
$1,002,060,  the  borrowing  capacity  is  now  $50,103  based  on 
5%  which  is  automatically  allowed  by  State  Law;  (it  is  likely 
that  the  1955  Legislature  will  increase  this  to  6%),  this 
amount  might  be  increased  to  8%  (or  a  total  of  $80,164) 
with  permission  of  a  Special  Legislative  Committee.  In 
accordance  with  recent  costs  in  neighboring  communities,  it 
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is  likely  that  Newton  could  purchase  land  and  construct  a 
three  classroom  building,  with  basic  facilities  for  six  class- 
rooms for  around  $50,000. 

In  addition  to  toilets  in  the  Village  School,  the  major 
repair  and  maintenance  project  which  has  been  completed 
in  the  existing  buildings  has  been  the  exterior  painting  of  the 
Rowe  Corner  School. 

Transportation  of  children  continues  very  satisfactorily 
as  contracted  for,  with  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Morse. 

The  following  tabulation  showTs  the  number  of  high 
school  pupils  by  grades  attending  various  high  schools  and 
the  high  school  tuition  rates  for  the  school  year  1954-55.

THE  CURRICULUM  AND  TEACHING  AIDS:  The  pro- 
gram of  replacing  out-dated  and  worn  text  books  has  con- 
tinued so  that  the  Newton  children  now  have  books  compa- 
rable to  those  used  in  most  districts.  New  books  which  have 
been  supplied  during  the  past  year  have  included  new  song 
books  for  grades  2,  3,  4  and  5;  new  spelling  texts  for  grades 
4,  7  and  8;  new  social  studies,  (history  and  geography)  for 
grade  5;  new  geography  texts  for  grade  4,  and  many  library 
and  reference  books,  and  usual  replacements  of  additional 
texts  and  workbooks  to  complete  sets  already  in  use. 

Natalie  Hopkins,  our  Elementary  Consultant  has  clearly 
stated  the  following  comments  in  regard  to  tests,  individu- 
alized instruction,  books  and  special  activities:  "The  aim  of 
elementary  schools  today — to  make  sure  that  each  child 
develops  his  capacities  to  the  fullest  degree  so  that  he  will 
develop  into  the  best  possible  citizen  of  tomorrow — is  the 
objective  of  our  teachers  and  is  being  achieved.

Upon  entering  the  Newton  Schools,  you  will  find  big, 
little,  fat,  thin,  serious  and  playful  children.  Children  are  not 
only  different  from  each  other  in  appearance  but  they  vary 
greatly  in  mental  ability  and  learning  rate,  in  subjects  which 
attract  their  interest  and  in  the  effort  they  will  put  forth. 
No  single  design  will  fit  every  child  and  neither  will  one 
teaching  program. 

To  help  the  teachers  better  understand  the  children  and 
individualize  their  instruction,  achievement  tests  were  given 
to  all  children,  except  first  graders  in  November.  Strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  the  pupils'  academic  skills  in  reading, 
language,  arithmetic,  science,  spelling,  geography  and  history 
are  shown  in  this  type  test. 

To  further  understand  the  pupil,  mental  maturity  tests 
are  given.  The  results  of  this  test  help  us  to  determine 
whether  or  not  a  child  is  working  up  to  capacity. 

Once  this  information  has  been  established  a  program 
for  meeting  the  needs  of  each  child  is  developed.  It  must  be 

understood  that  our  teachers  are  carrying  out  this  program 
well  with  such  heavy  loads  in  the  classroom. 

New  text  books  are  many  and  varied  this  year.  Greatly 
needed  reading  books  to  supplement  the  basic  readers  are 
finding  their  way  into  the  hands  of  the  children  as  finances 
permit,  This,  however,  does  not  mean  there  are  sufficient 
number.  It  is  important  to  have  a  variety  of  books  in  order 
to  meet  the  interest  and  reading  levels  of  all  children.  It 
must  be  understood  that  there  may  be  in  one  classroom 
children  who  read  above  or  below  the  actual  grade  placement 
from  one  to  five  years. 

We  do  not  have  as  large  classroom  libraries  as  is  desir- 
able but  the  Bookmobile  from  the  State  Library  helps  to 
supplement  our  offerings. 

:  Varied  activities  such  as  field  trips,  films  and  creative 
activities,  are  carried. on  in.  the  classrooms.  These  activities 
tare  not  taking  the  place  of  drill  on  the  skill  subjects  but  are 
in  addition  to  drill  so  that  learning  may  be  more  meaningful'." 
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The  music  program  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Jewett 
includes  instruction  in  the  fundamentals  of  music  reading; 
music  appreciation,  dancing  and  singing  for  enjoyment. 


Under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Curtis  the 
school  children  of  Newton  receive  health  services  as  follows: 
Medical  examination  by  Dr.  Peter  Wheeler  of  Plaistow  for 
grades  1,  4  and  8;  vision,  hearing  and  color  perception  tests; 
pre-school  immunization  clinic;  home  visits;  health  movies  and 
talks. 

Through  the  excellent  continued  efforts  of  the  Newton 
Parent-Teachers  Association  and  School  District,  Newton 
children  have  had  the  advantages  of  the  Federally  Aided  School 
Lunch  Program  during  several  weeks  of  the  school  year.  The 
low  cost  of  only  75c  per  week  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
school  districts  and  Parent-Teacher  Association's  contributions 
as  well  as  by  Federal  Government  reimbursements  of  5c  per 
pupil  per  meal  and  by  considerable  foods  received  from  the 
government  at  a  cost  to  the  program  of  only  handling  charges. 
These  foods  have  consisted  of  butter,  canned  vegetables  and 
fruits,  canned  and  frozen  beef,  cheese,  fruit  juices,  shortening 
and  salad  oil. 

FINANCES:  The  American  Association  of  School  Admin- 
istrators has  stated  that  "school  support  in  each  community  is 
geared  quite  directly  to  popular  demand  and  usually  will  be 
obtained  in  adequate  measure  only  when  the  public  has  had  a 
legitimate  share  in  formulating  the  program,  determining  its 
cost,  and  planning  the  way  to  finance  it.  If  the  public  is  given 
the  facts,  there  is  little  reason  to  fear  any  lack  of  support  for 
good  schools,  financially  or  otherwise.  But  it  is  the  people's 
choice;  they  alone  will  decide." 

Although  Newton  is  a  relatively  poor  school  district  on 
the  basis  of  valuation  per  pupil,  the  present  financial  status, 
with  no  present  outstanding  debt  would  indicate  that  Newton 
can  afford  an  economically  planned  moderately  priced  new 
school  building  for  the  children  of  Newton.  Present  indications 
of  possible  action  by  the  1955  State  Legislature  point  toward 
the  probability  of  increased  state  financial  assistance  for  New- 
ton in  the  future.
